Thornhill, 
60 vears old, a negro driver of the 
mail wagon, to accompany them -to 
St. Louis in an automobile in which 
they escaped with the stolen mail, 
said that $26,100 in Liberty Bonds 


mailed by two St. Charles banks and 


Si in cash represented the actual 
lose and that the banks were pro- 
lected by insurance. He said that 
ihe pouch also contained $20,000 in 
non-negotiable paper, chiefly notes, 
which were of no value to the rob- 
hers 

Marlier in the day the cashier of 
the First Nationa! Bank of St. 
haries said tnat his bank had abow! 
$20,000 = in Liberty Bonds in the 
pouch, and the cashier o fthe St. 
Charles Savings Bank said that his 
bank had about $4100 in Liberts 
fends in the pouch. Inspector Ward ! 
said it would be difficult to trace 


the bonds, as they were unregistered, 
With the exception of one $50 bond. 

Thornhill for several years has 
yeen carrying mail in his one-horse 
wagon between the St. Charles post- 
office and railroad stations. With his 
wagon he was waiting for a Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas passenger tralr 
bound for St. Louis when the rob- 
very Was committed. He telephoned 
the St. Louis police after being aban- 
doned by the robbers at Florissant 
and Calvary avenues. 

After Thornhill had telephoned to 


the police from Florissant “avenue 
and Union boulevard. Mounted Po-

against offenders. In the glaring record of fraud, vio-. 
lence and oppression characterizing the first years en-| 


forcement of prohibition nothing reveals the taint in 
the Government itself more alarmingly than this pro- 
posal. 

In plain language, {t is a proposal that the United 
States shall adopt the tyrannical Old World institution 
of the agent provocateur, as supplementary to the al- 
ready extensive establishments of spies in the various 
Government departments.

Unless we have abandoned the fundamental prin- 
ciples upon which our Government was organized it 
is difficult to understand how Government agents 
may be allowed to purchase liquor for any purpose 
not set out in the law.

we had supposed ours a Government of law. in which 
the binding force of statutes was equal upon Govern- 
ment and citizen alike.. The purposes for which liquor 
may be lawfully purchased are set out plainly in the 
Volstead act. If Government officials are not bound 
by it we have reached the lamentable period when 
our Government is above the law, as they are in 
Europe and the Orient, and the agent provocateur 
may appropriately take his place in the new tyran- 
nical scheme.

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MR. ANTWINE’S OPINION. 


HE thing of which Gen. Dawes com- 
plained before the Congressional Investi- 
gating Committee was something of a 
wonder how many of us un- 
od it?’ Mr. Antwine asked. 

“There was an occasion in the career of Jul- 
tus Caesar when he had to turn from the con- 
quest of remote barbarians and conquer 
his political enemies at home. Our own eitua- 
uon was not quite that when we went to war 
against Germany, -byut it was not a asaituation 
caiculated to produce any widespread applause 
for the people running the war. The most 
powerful political factor in the°country, the 
Republican party, was not enthusiastic about 
having the Democrats take us to wur. That 
fact accounted for most of the criticiem of 
which Gen. Dawes complains. The Repfbiican 
party considered itself the War party of our 
republic, and it resented bitterly the chance 
appearance of the Democratic party !n that 
role, We all felt this at the time. We knew 
very well that notwithstanding we won the war 
there would be nothing but condemnation for 
those who took us t. since they were 
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into it, 
themselves resented by an ill-disguised political 
jealousy. This was the beginning of the Presi- 
dent's ultimate undoing. It accounted for Sen- 
ator Lodge’s change of front and the discovery 
in the Senate that it did not want anything the 
President wanted. 

“The other factor in the situation was re- 
sentment of the war by the Central Europeans 
in America. Possibly it was not to be expected 
that they would applaud those who took us into 
the war. At any rate, two of the principal 
forces in our national life were anything but 
enthusiastic about the way in which Mr. Wilson, 
Mr. Baker, Mr. Daniels et al. were managing 
the war for us, and it became semething of a 
fad to conclude that almost no one having any- 
thing to do with leadership in the war amount- 
ed to much. The clacque left for those who led 
us in the war was very small. If you would 
know how small, look at the Democratic vote 
last November. 

“It was political distrust of the Democratic 
administration's capacity, expressing itself in 
everything from sneers to snooping. that 
brought Mr. Schwab to tears before this same 
inquisition. The idea, could ft have been de- 
fined, was to establish for all time that only 
the Republican party, the party of business. 
can handle a big enterprise like a war. There 
ts only one question that can fairly be asked 
any government taking us into war, and that 
is whether the war was won. Mr. Wilson and 
his aides did win the war, but we were in- 
capable of the good sportsmanship which 
would have halled them as victors without 
— to the cost. We were politically that 

d. 

“It was almost incredible that a great repub- 
lic could resent its leaders at such a time fn the 
way our OWn were resented, but it was not as 
significant a phenomenon as it might have 
been. We are al! patriotic enough, as the term 
is understood. The Republicans wanted te 
stop Germany as much as the Democrats did. 
The Central Europeans whose coolness affected 
our attitude toward our leaders were In no sense 
un-American. They were only anti-ally. 

“Gen. Dawes attaches too much gsignificanse 
to the phenomenon when he declares that those 
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whose hypercriticism has enraged him cannot 
dim the glory of what we did in Europe. No- 
body thought of such a thing, nor did anybody 
ever imagine that anything could dim that 
giory. The entire idea has been to discredit our 
Democratic leadership. The Republicans and 
those disaffected by reason of origin tn Central 
Europe merely wanted to make it plain that the 
Democrats are unfit to govern. Gen. Dawes, 
as a part of the army, fell under that fire. It 
made him mad, while not really being meant 
for him. I can illustrate my point with the 
story about the man who went fishing down in 
New Mexico. He rode in a wagon 27 miles up 
the Pecos River from the Santa Fe Railroad, 
and when the wagon rolled into the ranch on 
the river flat about a dozen men in broad- 
brimmed hats emerged from the shade of one 
of the cabins and began dancing and yelling. 
The fisherman alighted and said with a low 
bow: 

**Gentleman, Iam obliged. This is the most 
flattering reception I ever received.” 

“Whereupon one of the Westerners snorted 
and exclaimed:
